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From Children To Elderly??? 


Beltrandi Seeks 
Elderly Housing 
For Danahy 


The Advertiser/News today learned that local 
developer John J. Beltrandi has offered to purchase 
Danahy School from the town and rehabilitate.the 
town's oldest school building for subsidized elderly 
housing units at the North Agawam site. 

When contacted, Beltrandi confirmed his purchase 
offer to Town Manager Richard J. Bowen. 

Preliminary Plans 

Beltrandi said that preliminary plans call for 60 
units in the building which is officially closing July 1 
due to declining enrollment in the town's schools. 

He said the property would congregate housing for 
the elderly and that there exist kitchen facilities to 
provide elderly residents with three hot meals per 
day. 

Beltrandi would not speculate on the cost of 
rehabilitation nor would he comment on how much 
the 15,000 square foot structure may be worth. 

According to Beltrandi, Leon Charkoudian is co¬ 
sponsoring the project along with East Longmeadow 
builder Ernest Gralia. 

The three were responsible for the construction of 
Pheasant Hill Village in Feeding Hills several years 
ago. 

Rehabilitation operations would begin immediately 
after purchase, Beltrandi said. The rehab process 
would take 9 months, he added. 

According to Bowen, he has8met with Beltrandi on 
the matter and will put the purchase of the building 
out to bid in several weeks. 

Bowen said specifications for the purchase are now 
being assembled. 

Bowen noted that the actual sale price of Danahy 
School, built in the early 1900's, was not as significant 
as the use to which the building would be put. 

According to the manager, such use for old 
municipal buildings as proposed by Beltrandi "is 
becoming increasingly more common." 

"We would probably need the services of a consul¬ 
tant to prepare properly the bid specifications," he 
added. 

Director of Building Maintenance Julian Miodowski 
told the Advertiser/News that Danahy is structurally 
sound. He said the oil furnace "is just seven years 
old" and that preventive maintenance over the years 
"has kept the building in good shape." 

Two Floors Now Being Used 
Danahy, named after a former local educator, 
Katherine Danahy, has three floors, two of which are 
now being used. The third floor, once the school's 
cafeteria, nas been closed off. 

Miodowski commented that the first floor cafeteria, 
which has been modernized, "is a good selling point 
for the town." 

The brick structure is located on one and a quarter 
acres. 

Father Robert Choquette, pastor of St. Theresa 
Church, endorsed the proposal for elderly housing at 
Danahy. "It sounds very good to me at this point. I 
would have no objections to it." 

Beltrandi, who attended Danahy for six years as a 
youngster, said that elevators would be used to aid 
elderly residents. 

"I firmly believe that Agawam desperately needs 
elderly housing. This location would be perfect for it, 
especially because it's so close to two churches (St. 
Anthony and St. Theresa). The town cannot let that 
system will building just sit idle."

Gallano Blasts Bonavita Charges 


Town Councilor Andrew C. Gallano today blasted 
Councilwoman Elaine Bonavita for failure to submit a 
written statement specifying her allegations that "cor¬ 
ruption" in the bidding for municipal contracts exists 
at Town Hall. 

Written Documentation 

According to a vote which was passed at the coun¬ 
cil's April 21 meeting, Ms. Bonavita was directed to 
present written documentation of her charges to 
councilors by Friday, April 24. 

Gallano said Ms. Bonavita also failed to place 
discusssion of her corruption charges on the council's 
May 4 agenda. Ms. Bonavita recently stated that she 
intended on forwarding her information at that 
meeting. 

Said Gallano, "First of all, I don't know if she has 
anything or not. But it’s apparent that the coun- 
cilwoman has made some serious charges against the 
administration which she has failed to back up. She 
has disobeyed a council directive and that's serious in 
itself." 

Town Manager Richard Bowen, who has 
shouldered the brunt of the councilwoman's recent 
corruption charges, today said he has no knowledge 
of dishonesty in contract bidding in his administra¬ 
tion. 

Bowen called Ms. Bonavita's charges "a response to 
some disgruntled and unsuccessful bidders" who fail¬ 
ed to receive municipal contracts. 

Bowen said, "Personally, I don't believe corruption 
exists. If it does, I'll hang the first per 7 on I come in 
contact with in Town Hall."

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Agawam Far Below Average 
On Per Pupil Funds

Superintendent of Schools Louis Hebert reported 
the 1979-80 statistics on per pupil expenditures from 
across the state to the School Committee at their 
meeting last Tuesday evening. Agawam, at $1,571 
spent per pupil, came in at 40% below the state 
average of $2,200. 

According to Hebert, these figures sent by the state 
represent all factors involved with education ex¬ 
penses including school building maintenance. Only 
the three towns of Ayre, Sutton, and Spencer out of 
351 in the state spent less money per pupil than 
Agawam. 

In an area comparison, Ludlow spent $1,802 (15% 
more than Agawam); East Longmeadow, $2,049 (30% 
more); South Hadley, $2,058 (31% more); and West 
Springfield, $2,164 (38% more). 

Data on dollars expended for administrative costs 
per pupil put Agawam at $34.17, a figure which is 
69% lower than the state average of $57.80. 

"These figures are particularly crucial this year 
with all the discussion on making cuts due to Prop. 
2Vz," Hebert noted. "This data indicates that 
Agawam has not been extravagant in the past; indeed, 
we are far below comparable towns of our size and 
economic situation." 

Replacement Of Special Ed. Director Discussed 

Much debate among all seven members of the 
board came over the procedure to be followed for 
replacing Special Education Director Dorothy Coon, 
who retires in June. 

Several members, especially Rosemary Sandlin, ex¬ 
pressed their desire to participate in the final inter¬ 
viewing process of Hebert's top three choices. Mrs. 
Sandlin indicated her desire to meet each of the top 
three candidates proposed for any administrative post 
and to question them on basic philipsophy and 
background. 

Other members preferred to remain uninvolved on 
the interviewing level, choosing rather to act only on 
the superintendent's final recommendation. Some 
commented that they felt they did not have sufficient 
expertise particularly in the special education area to 


interview candidates competently. 

A motion was defeated 3-4 with members Sandlin, 
Fuller, and Ennis voting in favor of interviewing. 
Superintendent Hebert invited board members to sit 
in as spectators and observe any of his interviews 
Fees Established 

A second round of discussion on the proposed in¬ 
crease in fees for rental of school buildings and custo¬ 
dians' services ended in positive action. Rental rates 
have been hiked "substantially" for any group using 
the schools for non-school or town government- 
sponsored activities. 

Business Manager James Coon reiterated the fact 
that very few groups are actually charged fees. Any 
PTO, Parks and Recreation, or class activity as well as 
most others that involve Agawam schoolchildren is 
not assessed a rental fee. 

The board voted to table further action on changing 
the wording of the policy to substitute "town govern¬ 
ment sponsored" in place of "Parks and Recreation 
sponsored." The wording will again be discussed 
should any concrete action be forthcoming on the pro¬ 
posed elimination of the Parks and Recreation 
Department. 

The implementation of charging a 50* admission fee 
for musical concerts was also approved by the com¬ 
mittee. Director of Music Darcy Davis had asked for 
permission to charge the nominal amount as one way 
to raise funds needed for band travel expenses. The 
board had previously cut the band transportation ac¬ 
count to zero. 

Personnel Action 

In the area of personnel, the board approved a 
maternity leave for elementary teacher Janice DiFilipi 
and a request for a secretarial transfer from Beverly 
Ladizski. Mrs. Ladizski is currently secretary to the 
Assistant Superintendent and has asked to move to 
replace the Junior High secretary. That position was 
vacated by the shift of Carol Landry to replace Mary 
Gilmore, who is retiring as payroll secretary. 

The board unanimously voted to deny Irene 
Thomas' request for a year's leave of absence.

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Subs Denied 
Bargaining Unit

The School Committee received official notification 
at their Tuesday evening meeting of the dismissal of a 
petition filed with the state Labor Relations Commis¬ 
sion by Agawam substitute teachers The recently- 
formed association of subs (ASTA) had sought 
recognition as a bargaining unit. 

Citing last week's court ruling on the Boston 
substitutes' similar situation, Ms. Ann DaDalt, ex¬ 
ecutive secretary of the state commission, notified at¬ 
torneys for both the School Committee and the 
substitute teachers that the petition had been dismiss¬ 
ed. Grounds for dismissal were the past practice of 
not recognizing "dual-unit structures," that is, one 
unit for fulltime employees and one for part-timers 
who perform the same work. 

Attorney Maxine Frank, who represents ASTA, 
declared that the group is "totally disappointed " with 
the decision, but have already appealed it. 

"We want our arguments to be heard," Ms. Frank 
stated. "The commission dismissed our petition 
without a hearing, simply on the basis of the court 
decision involving the Boston Teachers Association 
case." 

Thinking ahead to the possibility that they may 
once again be dismissed, Ms. Frank has not ruled out 
approaching the Agawam Education Association to 
take on the substitutes as a subsidiary unit. This has 
not been the practice of the AEA in the past. 

In other related events, Ms. Frank said the com¬ 
plaint filed with the State Labor Commission regar¬ 
ding a substitute's grievance about not obtaining a 
step-level contract when asked to work longterm will 
go ahead. 

Superintendent of Schools Louis Hebert pointedly 
told members of the School Committee Tuesday even¬ 
ing that he had never met with the substitute involved 
and denied telling her that she would not go on con¬ 
tract because of her ASTA activities. 

The date for this hearing has been set for May 7th.

There were no town councilors at Tuesday's public 
meeting requested by Citizen s for Good Govern¬ 
ment, but 35 residents appeared to voice their 
grievances and ask questions about the town's fiscal 
1982 budget. 

Fielding questions was Valentine R. Moreno, the 
person who initiated the successful petition drive 
which forced Town Council to call the meeting. 

Heels of Council Meeting 

Tuesday's meeting came on the heels of the 
council's public hearing on the budget held a week 
earlier at the Junior High School. There are no stipula¬ 
tions in the town charter that required councilors to 
attend a citizen-petitioned meeting. 

Moreno charged that councilors deliberately 
boycotted his meeting. Moreno also said the town 
clerk's office had been advised not to tape the 
meeting. 

Peter Longo, moderator for the meeting, said the 
council's absence showed "a lack of concern for 
citizen's input and accounts for some of the irrespon¬ 
sible decisions due to a lack of understanding of the 
issues being voted on." 

Issues discussed during the meeting included the 
revenue sharing, water and sewer rate increases, the 
legality of closing the Parks and Recreation Depart¬ 
ment, the use of free cash funds, revaluation figures, 
and the creation of the position of town planner.

"The town is penny thrifty and dollar foolish with i 
that water budget," Patsy Giordano, a resident of 
Garden Street said. Giordano claimed that no other 
community in the area has raised their water and 
sewer rates. 

Operating On Surplus 

Moreno maintained his position that the water 
department is operating at a surplus in excess of 
$200,000 and asked residents to read the figures in the 
record books he had available at the meeting. 

Town Council has already passed a water fee in¬ 
crease of 40 percent and a sewer fee increase of 125 
percent. 

Arthur J. Leary, Jr., owner of Country Squire Fur¬ 
niture Shop, spoke out against the creation of the posi¬ 
tion of town planner. 

"There's an intrinsic evil in the position," Leary 
said. "The person is not hired by the people and the 
dangerous part of planning is in the concept which 
denies our rights, the right of private domain," he ad¬ 
ded. 

Longo said that comments during the meeting will 
be used to assemble a position paper by Citizen's for 
Good Government on the budget to be delivered to 
Town Council before their budget review is com¬ 
pleted.

Merchandise includes the cost of the casket, outer 
vault or liner and in some cases clothing. 

Cash disbursements refers to cash advanced for 
the cost of items requiring payment before the 
funeral. This sum is usually advanced by the funeral 
director for the convenience of the family. 

These costs include motor equipment, hearse, 
limousine (s), flower car, church and clergy 
honorarium, cemetery arrangements, etc. 

Casket costs range in prices from less than $100.00 
to over $3000.00 depending on the materials used and 
workmanship. 

Complete funeral arrangements or final disposition 
can cost from less than $500.00 to approximately 
$4000.00. A wide range that allows a choice of ser¬ 
vices by the family from the very simple to the 
elaborate to fit the needs and financial budget of all 
families. 

It is vefy important to note that every family is dif¬ 
ferent and every family's needs are different. 
Therefore, there are no two funerals that are alike. 
Each arrangement should be customized to an in¬ 
dividual's own personal needs, desires and financial 
concerns.

Funny, Delightful

They, say Jerry Lewis is regarded as a supreme artist 
in France because his antics on the screen involve an 
abundance of physical mishaps that occur within one 
implausible situation after another. Add infidelity in a 
hotel bedroom, put the situation on stage, and you've 
got a kind of comedy known as the French farce. 

“ Such is the three-’act comedy 13 Rue de L'Amour 
now playing at StageWest. Playright Georges Feydeau 
was a master creator of this type of comedy, having 
also written A Flea In Her Ear fately performed by the 
Agawam Repertory Theatre. 

Even if at first you can't conceive of infidelity as 
something to laugh at, this play will more than likely 
work its way to your funny bone and eventually get 
the best of you. You'll let yourself go, so to speak, and 
have yourself a good time enjoying the absurdities on 
stage. 

Director Stephen Hays moves the play at a brisk 
pace; each act, especially two, and three, moves so 
quickly one is astonished that it's already intermis¬ 
sion time. Hays is not afraid to let his actors ham it up 
with sweeping gestures and exaggerated facial expres¬ 
sions. After all, such incredible situations justify if not 
necessitate the melodramatic form. Hays has polished 
all the basics to a high gloss, but more important is the 
overall spirit of farcical comedy he has brought forth 
from his players. 

Duchotel, played bv Charles Antalosky, is the 
culprit who tells his wife he is hunting when really he 
is frolicking. Antalosky builds his character from con¬ 
fidence to that of a desparate liar who will say 
anything to avoid the truth. Leontine, portrayed by 
Karen Shallo, is his wife who seeks revenge and near¬ 
ly has it. 

John Marinuzzi's Moricet is the romantic who longs 
for Leontine. Reciting poetrykneeling in words of 
sincere flattery, will Moricet nave his way with Leon¬ 
tine? 

Deborah Stenard takes the small role of Marie, the 
maid, and plays it with such skil and charm, she seem 
authentically French in both looks and voice. Appear¬ 
ing only in Acts One and Three, she is like a .jack-in- 
the-box who opens doors with brief but engaging 
pieces of information. By the middle of Act Three, we 
anticipate her appearance between those grand doors. 

Another actress whose stage presence is compelling 
is Jety Herlick, playing Madame Spritzer, the lady 
who in her younger days could seduce and subdue 
her beloved lion tamer. Herlick has a grand voice, 
moves with commanding grace, and has the talent to 
mix these noble qualities with those of the eccentric 
and the harlot. 

Costillo, the cuckold, is played with shameless ex- | 
ageration by Peter Burnell. His voice whines to a high j 
pitch and his.body contorts to a beast of prey, all with 1 
a most feminine touch, no less. It works beautifully 
and Burnell leaves little auestion as to why Senora 
Costillo is in everybody's bed but her own.

Town Sports Face 
Serious Situation 

s In case you didn't know, this week is National 
Volunteer Week. It is an appropriate time to step 
aside a moment and ask Ourselves some pertinent 
questions regarding those few individuals and 
organizations who find the time to give of themselves 
for worthy causes. 

One question that immediately hits home, par¬ 
ticularly as I observe the budget review sessions 
of Town Council, concerns the dismantling of 
the Parks & Recreation Department as proposed 
by Town Manager Richard J. Bowen. 

One feature of the Parks Department has been its 
ability to provide a small amount of funding to assist 
volunteer athletic programs in their operations. 

Two organizations that have received funding 
under the direction of the Parks Department are the 
Agawam Athletic Association and the Agawam 
Hockey Association. Basically, the town has provided 
them with money for personnel to officiate at their 
games and for necessary custodians when municipal 
buildings are being used. 

Both volunteer groups together serve over 2,100 
youth ranging in age from 6 to 18. In the case of the 
AAA, they have provided baseball, softball, basket¬ 
ball, and swimming programs. They have, quite simp¬ 
ly, one of the best programs in the nation because it 
integrates so many different sports and age brackets 
under one umbrella organization. 

In terms of dollars, the AAA raises between 
four and five dollars for every one dollar that the 
town, provides them. In the case of the Agawam 
Hockey Association, they have been spending 
over $600 per participant from the funds they 
have raisea. 

The simple question is, how much can we expect 
volunteers to do? Without any funding from the town, 
both organizations will face serious problems in runn¬ 
ing their programs. 

The town contributes a very small portion of the 
money that they need to operate, but nevertheless a 
crucial portion. 

What could happen in the event there is no fun¬ 
ding? 

First, they will be forced to charge higher fees to 
their participants in order to absorb the losses from 
the town as well as normal inflation-related problems. 

Second, if the AAA is no longer receiving any 
money from the town, they would be forced to pay 
steep rental fees for the use of town buildings, thus 
making it virtually impossible to run certain pro¬ 
grams. 

In addition to this, certain programs to be lost 
through the abolition of the Parks Department 
could potentially be run by the AAA if they 
receive some type of reasonable funding. 
Without any money, gone are baton, gymnastics, 
and "learn to swim programs" which involve 
over 500 youths. 

The seriousness of the situation cannot be 
overstated. Agawam needs the help of volunteer 
organizations like the AAA and the Agawam Hockey 
Association. It can no longer afford to take for granted 
that volunteers will always be there to take up the 
slack.

The tempo in the legislative process has picked up 
considerably this week. It is expected that the budget 
will be released for debate on the floor of the House in 
two more weeks. 

The problems which have surfaced in the cities and 
towns due to Proposition 2 1/2 are apparent and well 
known to the members of the legislature. 

I believe the really significant obstacle to be over¬ 
come is an attitude generally shared by the majority 
leadership as well as the administration: An attitude 
that does not accept any idea whatsoever that spen¬ 
ding must be curtailed at the state level. 

Every indication shown to date reveals a reluctance 
to seriously revise the practice of unabridged spen¬ 
ding. Concern for continuation of past performance 
has even led to a proposal of increased taxes under 
the guise of tax reform. 

It just doesn't make sense to claim recognition for 
increased local aid and then set about to provide for 
the needed increased aid by jacking up existing taxes. 

I don't believe this is a course to be taken and 
therefore can predict that the hardest task ahead is to 
prove, and prove conclusively, that additional aid can 
be - achieved by revised spending patterns, better 
management and finally, becoming fully aware that 
failure to perform accordingly will only make in¬ 
evitable, a Proposition 2 1/2 on the staff government 
itself._

Planner Receives 
Tentative Approva

Town Council has tentatively endorsed the creation 
of a new $42,000 Community Development Office at 
it s budget review session Monday night. 

The move *.vas bolstered by support issued from the 
local Chamber of Commerce and the Conservation 
Commission last week, but does not yet guarantee the 
hiring of a full time town planner. 

Town Manager Richard J.. Bowen said the initial 
support shows "some recognition of the need for pro¬ 
fessional attention to. one of the most serious pro¬ 
blems the town has." 

Bowen included the new department in his propos¬ 
ed $21 million budget to deal with the problems of un¬ 
controlled development which has plagued the 
town's water, sewer and drainage systems, according 
to town hall officials. 

Council President Paul Fieldstad, who last month 
proposed a moratorium on growth in the town, said 
Monday night's action was the most significant move 
so far in the budget review process. 

' 'That's the one area that stands out in the budget as 
being most significant in terms of the stabilization of 
the town in the future," he said. 

Bowen's proposal includes the creation of a full 
time urban planner with a proposed salary of $24,000 
per year. When asked why the figure was so high, 
Bowen replied that it was a starting figure for a per¬ 
son with a graduate degree in planning who has three- 
four years of experience. 

"We're looking for a relatively young person who is 
prepared to do a lot of work," he said. The liklihood 
of finding an older person with a lot of experience at 
that salary is minimal," he said. 

The Community Development Office would also in¬ 
clude a full time secretary, who would be moved 
from her position with the Planning Board and Con¬ 
servation Commission to the new position. 

Final approval of the plan will come June 30 when 
the ent ire budget is voted on by the council.
